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National School Bus Standards Rewrite Sub-Committee

One goal of the Operations Special Committee is to write 
strong national guidance that will enable school districts to 
write comprehensive policies and guidelines, including the 
delegation of the responsibility for this function to the 
supervisor of pupil transportation. 



To provide safe and efficient activity transportation at the 
district level, lines of responsibility and authority need to be 
defined and personnel involved must have an understanding 
of their respective responsibilities. 

The Operations Special Committee is required to complete 
its work by December 31 st and submit the results to the 
Operations Procedures Coordinator for consideration.
